The blazing tank, w h ich co n tain ­ 
ed half a m illion barrels of 
low

been given up. It w ill cost $250,000 
to rebuild the reservoir, and it w as 
estim ated that at least half of the 
oil would he destroyed before the 
blaze burned itself out, m aking a 
total loss of $500,000. 


Oil Being Pum ped Out 


M eanw hile m uch of the oil in the 


big underground container w as b e­ 
ing rap id ly pumped out. T his, it 
w as believed, 
had 
prevented 
the 
boiling liquid from 
spilling 
over 
and spreading to surrounding tanks. 
Fire b reaks of galvanized iron and 
d irt w ere constructed around 
the 
flam ing v a t of oil, 
as 
a 
b arrier 
against the m olten oil, should 
it 
overflow the rim . 
The fire fighters w orked 
under 
difficulties, torrential rains of the 
last 24 hours causing big pools 
of 
w ater In the field of operations. 
U n lik e the disastrous U n io n O il 
com pany fires at San L u is Obispo 
and B rea, there w as no danger from 
explosions. The low -g ravity 
con­ 
tent of the burning oil 
precluded 
this danger. 


T an ks Are Underground 


O nly the surfaces of the big tanks 
are exposed, ail the containers in 
this field being of the underground 
type. 
The m ain storage field, con tain ­ 
ing more than 40 underground sto r­ 
age vats, is tw o m iles distant. T h is 
field w as not believed in danger. 
The countryside for m iles around 
w as enveloped in clouds of dense, 
greasy smoke. 
H undreds 
of 
curious 
persons 
motored to the scene of the fire 
but were kept a safe distance a w a y 
by special arm ed guards 
p a tro l­ 
ling the danger zone. 
Eye-w itnesses told of seeing the 
lightning strike the tank. A v iv id 
flash lit up the sky over the field, 
and w as 
followed 
instantaneously 
by a gigantic burst of flam e, 
and 
spirals of thick, black smoke. 
A near cloudburst in this v ic in ity 
caused 
considerable 
dam age 
to 
highw ays and railroad lines. 
The village of Coalinga, in w est 
Fresno county, experienced 
some 
damage from floods, according 
to 
advices 
here, 
w ith w ater a foot 
deep on M ain street. 
Several bridges in Fresno county 
w ere washed a w a y by flood w aters, 
and hundreds of acres of low land 
farm country were inundated.

Inasmuch as the Governor has raised a number of 
¡1 points of objection not hitherto raised— at least, not 
Iff raised here— we are inclined to discuss these points 
I I editorially. 
Our first inclination was to present the 
It letter without comment. 
Second thought, however, 
fe* prevailed. 
While Santa Ana was not interested in the proposal 
of the bill requiring a two-thirds vote for incorpora­ 
tion instead of a majority vote, it appears to us that 
that feature need not have stood in the way of bring­ 
ing to us the remedy that we sought, through a 
measure that had been agreed upon by various in­ 
terests here. We rather think that had the question 
of a two-thirds vote or a majority vote been left to 
the vote of the people of this county, the two-thirds 
provision would have been approved overwhelmingly. 
We have had two municipalities, Stanton and Or- 
angethorpe, organized by a majority vote, which, 
after a few years struggle, proceeded to disincorpor- 
| ate. It appears to us that incorporation, like bonds, 
- should require a two-thirds vote. 
So, on that point 
we cannot agree that the Governor’s veto was neces­ 
sary or advisable. 
Second, this bill sought to make it possible, not 
mandatory, for a municipality to secure a city man­ 
ager form of government, recognized these days as 
the most economical and most businesslike form of 
government known to municipalities. The Governor 
says an objectionable feature was the fact that the 
bill, which provided that a four-fifths vote of the 
Board of City Trustees could appoint a manager, al­ 
lowed a three-fifths vote to remove a manager. Both 
provisions are plainly advantageous. Anyone to whom 
the managership was to be given ought to have a 
four-fifths vote, and, surely, any manager who has so 
far lost the confidence of the city board that three 
out of the five are sure he ought to be removed, 
ought to be removed forthwith. 
If there is anything 
|j in the bill giving the cities of the sixth class, which 
i 


would include all of the municipalities of this county 
excepting Santa Ana, too much leeway, frankly, we 
* are unable to find it. 
No city of either class would

Third, the bill did allow the limit to be raised from

i; out that Santa Ana can revert to the old method of 
having a city assessment by the city assessor method. 
True, absolutely true— and that was the very thing 
. that Santa Ana was trying to avoid having to do. 
tl That was one of two pressing, outstanding reasons 
why the measure was submitted. 
The other reason 
1 was that we wanted to have a better city government 
|| through adopting the city manager system. And that 
| j is why, up to this time, even after reading the Gov­ 
ernor's letter, we have been unable to find any ade­ 
quate defense whatever for the failure of Governor 
Richardson to sign this bill. 
Instead of being one-third right and two-thirds 
wrong, we are convinced that the bill was three- 
thirds right. 
It had been passed out of legislative 
committees, where it was closely scrutinized, with 
j recommendations that it do pass, and was passed by 
i both houses of the legislature. 
All the legislators 
I representing counties in which all of the cities of the 
| fifth and sixth classes are located had the opportunity 
to present arguments against it. 
So we believe we 
are justified in saying that the responsibility for our 
plight as a municipality today lies with the Governor. 
We believed the measure should be presented to the 
next Legislature. 
The probability is that the next 
Legislature, like the last one, will find nothing wrong 
with the bill, and we hope that it can become law. 
Santa Ana needs this legislation.

Some people like to have fortune tellers or crystal 
gazers tell them what the future bolds in store.

For this second group, the budget machine at the 
Women's World Fair in Chicago is of interest. This 
machine, devised by the head of the home economics 
department of a large bank, enables its manipulator 
to tell instantly what any given family should spend 
for food, clothes, rent, welfare and reserves. A wife 
approaches the home economics expert and tells the 
family income and the number of chilcjren; the ma­ 
chine and the expert then give her facts and good 
advice. 
The average family, according to some of these 
facts, should spend for rent or apply on the pur­ 
chase of a home one week’s salary a month.

should spend for upkeep— heat, light, laundry, tele­ 
phone, ice, etc.—half the amount spent for rent.

The Thief Who Got Away

Thirty-six years ago the State of Louisiana was robbed of two 
hundred thousand dollars by a state treasurer who proved to be a 
thief. The defaulter escaped to Honduras before he could he appre­ 
hended and lived in that country until a few weeks ago. 
A new generation is now in control of affairs in Louisiana 
which does not remember the scandal thirty-six years old. 
They 
dropped the charges a short time ago with the result that the treas­ 
urer has come back. He is now eighty-five years of age. 
For thirty-six years he has not been a citizen. He could not 
participate in Honduras affairs for he was not » legal citizen. 
He 
could not hold property because he was a fugituve from justice. If 
he had been attacked on the street, or if his money had been stolen, 
he had no recourse in the courts for he had no rights. He was able 
to get no justice except that which was given to him, freely, by good 
citizens or that which he was able to command for himself by force 
of arms or bluster. 
For thirty-six years he has lived alone. Those from whom he 
stole in Louisiana did not care to visit him. His shame and disgrace 
drove him to avoid visitors from the states. 
The occasions that 
meant much to the citizens of Honduras meant least to him because 
he could not walk among men in honor and dignity. He was a thief. 
For thirty-six years he lived in hiding. 
He dared not travel. 
The small circle of friends among whom he lived was composed of 
those who knew his sin and had agreed to help him hide

IS E T E R N A L 
Ths desire to remain young in m ind and body is 
quite natural and commendable. 
Too often, however, 
efforts to stave off the Inevitable im p rint of a d ­ 
vancing age a re confined to im proving or preserv­ 
ing the general appearance. 
In proof of this statem ent, there m ay be cited 
innum erable 
“ beauty shops,” 
hair dyes, 
“ youthful 
lines” in clothing advertisem ents and 
preparations 
offered in the shops for youth ful and beautiful a p ­ 
pearance. 
The eternal 
search 
for 
the 
fountain 
of youth 
Is not p ecu liar to the present age and generation. 
The legends of many of the older nations tell of a 
m agic w ater, closely guarded and d ifficu lt of a c ­ 
quisition. 
According to these fables a draught of this potent 
fluid caused tim e to turn backward in its flight, 
transform ing the fortunate recipient of the charm 
from a decrepit old man or woman Into a hand­ 
some youth or maiden. 
The quest for rejuvenation of Ponce de Leon a t 
the fount in Florida is a tale g reatly beloved by 
school children. 
It is en tirely probable that the 
fables of this type were n atu ral expressions of the 
desires of old people for rejuvenation. 
Rejuvenation m ay be regarded as 
the state of 
rem aining young or of grow ing young again. 
A t 
the same tim e the disabilities incident to old age 
are delayed. 
However, from a physiological stand­ 
point, such a transform ation Is Impossible. 
The truth is that old age is an Inevitable and In ­ 
escapable process. 
It w ill come to every hum an 
being. 
.H e a lth Is dependent in great m easure upon the 
norm al functioning of m an y glands w ith in the h u ­ 
m an body. 
A s one grows older, the norm al fu n c­ 
tions of these glands are firs t m odified and fin a lly 
suspended. 
Scientists have been zealous in th e ir efforts to 
replace the burnt out glandular elem ents, hoping 
that rejuvenation might result. 
Som e of their ex ­ 
periments, especially upon the lower anim als, have 
been interesting and decidedly suggestive. 
Sensational newspaper reports of rejuvenation fo l­ 
lowing the transplantation of certain glands have 
aroused 
hopes 
and 
focused 
attention 
upon 
this 
operative procedure. 
M any have felt that it w as p articu larly u nfo r­ 
tunate that elderly persons w ith m eans could pro­ 
cure this e lix ir of life ’w h ile the elderly poor w ere 
condemned to prem ature suffering and death. 
A 
study of the results thus fa r obtained through this 
operation 
p la in ly Indicates 
that the 
so-called r e ­ 
juvenations have been, a t best, short-lived, tra n si­ 
tory and generally disappointing. 
Competent authorities regard the supposedly bene­ 
ficial results as pure figm ents of the im agination 
induced by suggestion, ard en t desire fo r results and 


he be a secret agent in disguise 
able to escape bis own conscience for one moment. 
By this misery and shame be gained five thousand dollars a 
year. 
Now be has come back.
